FROM THE EDITORS’ POSTBAG 


FROM PHILIP J SAMUEL, THE LEYES, DEDDINGTON 

TO Chief Planning Officer, Cherwell District Council ~ copy to The Deddington News 

RE DRAFT CHERWELL LOCAL PLAN: I have examined the plans for the provision of rural 

housing in Deddington and would strongly object to further large scale development 

in the village. Plans have already been approved for provision of 40 additional 
homes on land on the Hempton Road, together with further provision of 60 homes in 
the draft plan. I particularly object to proposed development in the Earls Lane 
area on the following grounds: 

1. Any development in this area would lead to increased volumes of traffic along 
Earls Lane, This would undoubtedly create greater risks to children at 
Deddington Primary School. 

2. The increase in population would put pressure on the school which is already 
reaching its capacity. In order to accommodate the extra pupils, additional 
classrooms would need to be built. a 

3. I particularly object to proposal (XV). The plan indicates the lose of part of 
the school grounds. This would dissect part of the school property and leave the 
main playing field inaccessible. 

4. If additional classrooms are built as in (2) above, the school could certainly 
not afford this further loss of land. 

5. The area of school land in question is a valuable asset being regularly used for 
lessons, exercise, sports days and the school fete. Its loss would be a loss for 
the whole community. 

6. Housing on the site in plan (XV) would adversely affect the enjoyment of our 
property. One of its main advantages at present are the open fields behind. 

Having discussed the matter with the Headmaster Mr Moffitt, he certainly objects to 

the proposal and its adverse effect on the school. I would also question whether 

the County Council, School Governors and the Church would sanction the sale of this 
land for development. I sincerely hope that the proposals will be dropped from the 
draft local pian. 


FROM W F M HUNT, EARLS LANE, DEDDINGTON 

To The Chairman, Deddington Parish Council - copy to The Deddington News 

Due to the excellent publicity which The Deddington News gives to the affairs of 
this area, I was made aware of a number of sites which it is proposed to develop 
within the village, including one at the rear of the comparatively new Leyes 
Estate. To say I was astonished to discover that this site includes a portion of 
Deddington Primary School's playing ground is an understatement. 

I take the view that few electors - if any - would have contemplated casting their 
vote for any candidate prepared to sell school playing fields for 'a pot of gold’ 
and I regard the proposal as being so serious as to warrant the calling of a 
Special Parish Meeting. 

What has amazed me even more is to discover that certain Parish Councillors have no 
knowledge whatsoever of the proposal and thus the calling of a Special Parish 
Meeting would achieve two objectives - 1. to enlighten those Parish Councillors who 
support the proposal, of the strength of feeling which exists against the course of 
action on which they have embarked, and 2. to enable those Parish Councillors who 
are ignorant of what is proposed to clearly see the action being taken in their 
names by other Parish Councillors. 

I would also pose a further question to your Council. When planning permission was 
granted for the Leyes site, certain important conditions were imposed. One was that 
the only access to - and it follows egress from - the site was to be off the main 
Banbury to Deddington road. Another condition called for a very substantial 
boundary fence to be erected and permanently maintained, Am I now to assume that 
Deddington Parish Council will be inviting Cherwell District Council to ignore 
these conditions? 

Many important questions require to be answered and I am not alone in being of the 
opinion that what is proposed requires Deddington Parish Council to call a Special 
Parish Meeting. /more letters on page 5.....

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THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 


In further extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the months of 
July and August 1842, mention is made of Tax Returns being completed, of a frost in 
August, and the names of the licensees of The Tuns and The Unicorn - both it seems 
in the same family. We also see that school tests sre nothing new. 

8TH JULY - An Inspector from the National Society came to examine the children in 
our School and report thereupon for the Government. He dined with us and left 
after tea for Great Tew. 

12TH JULY - Committed a man from Little Barford to prison for 3 months for leaving 
his wife and child chargeable to that Parish for nearly i2 months, the Parish had 
paid £17 towards maintaining them. 

25TH JULY - Joined Holford, Willy and Johny (with Mama and little Tootey who came 
afterwards with Betsy) fishing in our meadows on Claypits Farm, alias Appletree. 
2ND AUGUST - a sharp white frost early this morning. 

17TH AUGUST - We kept our Harvest Home at the farm house as usual. 

20TH AUGUST - Was busied in filling up my tax papers at Mr Field's office - took it 
afterwards to Lymouth, the Assessors. 

26TH AUGUST ~ Was sent for to see poor old Poulton of the Tuns who was taken 
dangerously i111 with inflammation of the lungs last night. Dr Wootton was sent for 
from Oxford to see him. 

27TH AUGUST ~ Walked to Hempton to be present at a tea to be given to our school 
children there - 32 in number. Answered a letter from Timms about the Upper Heyford 
roads just made at the Inclosure. 

29TH AUGUST - I read prayers again by poor old Poulton, and his daughter, 

Mrs Sturch, at the Unicorn for the first time.
